EXPLORER  SAFE 

j[.   V.    Bftdford    Has    SappUea    Bufflclent 
To  l^ast  a  Tear 


WINNIPEG,  Man.,  March  13. — ^H.  V. 
Radford,  of  New  York,  who  is  exploring 
the  Hudson  Bay  country,  reached  Spur- 
rel  Harbor,  at  the  South  of  Chesterfield 
Inlet  on  Hudson  Bay,  on  October  1,1011, 
according  to  a  letter  received  today  by 
R.  H.  BUI.  of  this  city,  representative  of 
a  fur  trader  concern.  The  letter  was 
dated  October  3,  as  follows: 

"With  my  Ruslstant,  T.  OeorKe  Street. 
I  arrived  hero  three  days  ago  by  canoe 
from  Fort  Reservation,  Great  Slave 
Lake.  Found  th«  r«li*!f  supplies  you 
were  so  kind  as  to  send  us,  and  have 
landed  them  here.  These  will  pimblr 
m"  tn  continue  on  my  northern  explor- 
»r  at  least  a  year." 


That  is  the  situation  tonight. 

The  Joint  conference  of  miners,  mine 
owners  and  members  of  the  cabinet  ad- 
journed this  evening  until  tomorrow  af- 
ternoon, to  consider  certain  pnyposala 
made  by  the  Prime  Minister.  Concern- 
ing the  nature  of  the  proposals  and  the 
results  achieved  at  the  conference, 
which  lasted  five  and  a  half  hours,  the 
government  Is  persisting  in  its  policy 
of  rigid  secrecy  but  there  are  indications 
that  some  progress  toward  peace  has 
been  made  and  that  the  miners  have  re- 
ceded from  their  position  that  the  only 
basis  of  a  settlement  would  be  the 
owners'  acceptance  of  the  federation's 
schedule  of  minimum  wages. 

Previous  to  the  conference  the  Na- 
tional Miners'  Federation  adopted  a  res- 
olution which  gives  to  the  various  dis- 
tricts the  right  to  renew  negotiations 
witl^  the  owners  in  question  of  rates, 
vanning  tbens  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
but  stipulating  that  all  amended  sched- 
ules must  be  endorsed  by  tbe  national 
conference  and  that  the  settlement  of 
the  etrllto  must  be  national  in  Its  scope. 
It  IS  said  that  they  may  even  give  way 
on  the  latter  point  as  a  proposal  oon- 
md^fd  today  may  be  »dopti»a.  This

Perkins,  Donald  and 
Hart,  the  latter  statins  that  these  per- 
formances had  the  sarte  moiJbW  pen- 
dency   that    led    to   the   show*  In   the 
Roman  Coliseum,  and  there  was  also 
the  evidence  of   Barnum  himself  that 
at   these   public  exhibitions   h;p   called 
for  people  to  come  from  the  audience, 
hypnotized  them,  and  put  them  through 
antics  for  the  amusement  of  the  crowd. 
He  inatructed  them  to  use  hypnotism. 
It  was  admitted  It  could  be  used  by 
anyone.     What  was  the  result?     They 
tried    to   put  friends   In   the  hypnotic 
,  state  with  the  tesult  that  It  was  some* 
times  difflcult  to  get  them  back  to  a 
normal  state.     It  was  no  wonder  that 
physicians,    that    mothers   of   families 
came  to  protest     These  half-educated 
men  came  along  and  gave  half-baked 
courses  of  instruction  to  people  will- 
ing to  be  amused.

BERLIN.  March  13. — The  coal  miners' 
strike  In  the  great  German  coal  fields  of 
Westphalia  continues  to  spread.  There 
are  over  240,000  men  now  on  strike,  and 
the  situation  is  become  worse  every- 
where. It  has  taken  a  most  serious  turn 
In  several  districts,  and  has  resulted  al- 
ready In  a  fatal  conflict  between  the 
police  and  the  etrlkers  In  the  district  of 
Heme. 

Feeling  among  the  men  is  Increasing 
in  incnuity  owing  to  the  ricid  repressive 
measures  of  the  authorities,  and  It  is 
ofiiciaiiy  stated  th«.t  the  provincial  autli- 
oritles  have  beep  instructed  to  call  out 
the  troops  of  the  police  prove  Inadequate 
to  deal  with  the  situation.  Mine  owners 
and  leaders  of  the  Christian  trade 
unions,  whose  members  rapidly  are 
breaking  away  and  Joining  in  tSte  strike 
which  was  brouglit  about  by  the  Social- 
ist trades  unions  are  clamoring  for 
military  assistance. 

Xhe  police  president  aV  Becbum. '  the 
centre,  of  the  strike  region,  has  forbid- 
den the  sale  of  Bplrttuous  liquors;  ms- 
turbance^  have  been  reported  from  varl- 
OUR  sections. '  The  moat  serious  occurred 
at  Heme,  a  mining  village  five  miles 
from  Bochum,  where  a  number  of  strik- 
ers threw  stones  and  ftred  revolvers  at 
a  detaohment  of  armed  police.  One  of 
the  strikers  was  killed. 

At  Hambern,  Hi  the  district  of  Duesel- 
dorf.  where  fighting  occurred  ye»ierday 
between  the  strikers  and  the  police,  and 
a  number  of  personal  were,  injured,  large 
reinforcements  of  police ,  have  itrrlved. 
The  strikers  repeatedly  bombarded  with 
bottles  and  stones, '  the  police  escorting 
the  non-atrlkers.  The  mine  owners  have 
provided  covered  wagons,  in  which  the 
non-strlkfrs  are  escorted  under  police 
protection  to  and  from  the  pits.  Many 
arrests  have  been  made. 

The  conditions  ar«  tending  more  and 
more  toward  a  strike  among  the  miners 
In  Lorraine.  Saxony  and  SUesIa,  where 
the  men  are  pressing  tbeir  demands  for 
a  IK  per  cent,  inoreasa  in  their  wages, 
and  for  shorter  hours.

people  affected. 

4.  We  believe  that  the  appointment 
of  road  bosses  and  all  government  offi- 
cials entrusted  with  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  should  be  made  regard- 
less of  politics. 

B.  We  believe  tn  the'  neoesalty  of 
adopting  a  policy  of  giving  greater  ptth-

t.  We  t>elieve  In  a  reVtaton  of  the 
land  laws  ao  as  to  safeguard  the  pub- 
He  Interests  and  to  promote  settle- 
ment. 

7.  w;e  believe  in  making  collection  of 
workmen's  compenaaticm  for  accidents 
and  injurlea  collectible  without  litiga- 
tion; and  In  the  ahorteat  posalble  ilma;

The  Norwe- 
gian steamer  Cuzco.  which  operates 
from  this  port  to  the  West  coast  was 
originally  British,  but  two  years  ago 
while  In  port  here  her  registry  was 
changed   to  Norwegian. 

The  new  steamer  Just  ordered  from 
the  Cramp  company  will  be  100  feet  In 
length  and  wiir  have  passenger  accom- 
Irsodations.  Whether  she  will  operate 
exclusively  in  the  merchant  line  from 
New  Tork  to  the  West  coast,  or  will 
Include  this  port  In  her  itinerary  when 
the  Panama  canal  is  opened  is  not 
known.  She  will  be  built  In  excess  of 
rthe  underwriters'  highest  requirements 
and  so  constructed  th«t  she  can  burn 
coal  or  oil.  It  is  understood  that  she 
will  be  ready  for  delivery  In  11  months. 

Grace  &  Co.  also  have  three  10.000- 
ton  liners  building  in  foreign  yards 
which  are  to  be  used  In  the  West  coast 
trade  when  the  Panama  canal  Is  opened.
